For months t£i» mills of Lowell and 


other centers outside of Fall River have 
been running overtime with but little 
effective opposition from the state po- 
lice officials. In no part of the state is 
the factory law enforced so rigidly as it 
is here, and manufacturers have deter- 
mined to find out why this is so.

Every day reveals some n«w fact re- 


garding the strength of the Boer position 
at Colenso. 
Thanks to the services oi 


continental officers, the character ot 
the campaign ftas changed. We are nc 
longer fighting a foe who rely upon 
guerilla tactics, but we have to deal 
with what Is rapidly becoming a dis- 
ciplined army, enjoying the advantages 
of knowing the country, and of selecting 
the scene of contest without the burdens 
of a cumbersome commissariat. 


The Boers have converted the hills 


near Colenso Into fortresses of immense 
strength. Everywhere they have splen- 
did trenches, many of them bomb proof. 
Tramway lines permit the shifting of 
guns with astonishing rapidity. 
The 


main positions are connected with the 
outlying positions by underground pass- 
ages, and the forts proper bristle with 
machine guns' that command the ap- 
proaches. 
Probably mines are laid. 


One hears less nowadays about Boer 


shells not bursting. 
Observers of the 


Colenso fight say the Boer shell fire 
was very effective. Tils Is due largely 
to the fact that the distances are marked 
off with white paint. 


The enemy's discipline is improving. 


The trenches represent great manual 
labor, for which the Boers have taken a 
keen dislike, and the way in which they 
restrained their fire when our troops 
were advancing is another proof of im- 
proved soldiering. 


Henry Spenser Wilkinson, The Morn- 


Ing Post's military expert, In his re- 
view of the situation, says: 
The time 


has apparently arrived for the nation 
to insist, if not upon a military dic- 
tatorship, at least upon ths admission 
into the cabinet of a military minister, 
empowered to veto any proposals detri- 
mental to the successful prosecution 
of the war, a nd also tha* the administra- 
tion of the army should be placed wholly 
in the hands of a tried military admin- 
istrator. 


According to a dispatch from Lady- 


Bmith, dated Dec. 20, the heat then was 
Intense, being 104 degrees Fahrenheit In 
the shade.

When these services were first offered 
they were declined on the ground that 
the corps was not affiliated with any 
regiment of regulars. It will now be 
attached to the City Imperial corps. 


It is now estimated that the war will 


cost at least £60,000,000, and it is sug- 
gested that the sinking fund of the na- 
tional debt should be suspended for five 
or six years in order to defray the cost.

The night be- 
fore I left Manila I was with him until 
12 o'clock, and Just before bidding him 
goodby 1 begged him, as his friends 
had begged of him hundreds of times 
before, to be more careful about ex- 
posing himself to the fire of the ene- 
my. 
At that time he had been seri- 


ously exposed on 28 different occa- 
sions since his arrival in the Philip- 
pines, and I told him he ought not to 
do It He replied that he knew perfect- 
ly the risk he was running, but that it 
was slihply a matter of business with 
him—that with the force at his dispos- 
al and the work that he was called up- 
on to do he felt it necessary that he 
should personally direct every move- 
ment The loss of a little time or an 
error of Judgment on the part of a sub- 
ordinate might result in defeat, and 
we could not afford to be defeated. 


"Furthermore, he knew that BO long 


as he was with them his men would 
never fail to respond to any request 
or call that might be made upon them, 
and his personal bravery was an in- 
spiration to every soldier in his com- 
mand. He told me that he had not an 
anxious thought for himself, that he 
had been 
s> soldier all his life and 


would gladly die a soldier's death, but 
he thought of what might be in store 
for his wife and children if be should 
be taken, and this weighed heavily up- 
on him. 


"No man ever deserved better of his 


country, and General Lawton'a coun- 
trymen will see to it that his wife and 
children are put beyond the fear of 
want"

In the meantime 
the use of cottonseed oil as a substi- 
tute and adulterant for various other 
oils has rapidly spread. 
Cottonseed 


oil now constitutes tbe bulk of the 
olive oil consumed 
in the United 


States. It is used extensively as a 
•substitute and adulterant in the manu- 
facture of lard. But it has not succeed- ' 
ed as a substitute for linseed oil, al- L 
though sometimes used for it. The ex- | 
cess of gum it contains causes it to 
dry too rapidly, and the result is that , 
the paint does not look well, besides j 
peeling off and lacking durability and 
power to withstand the weather. 
! 


The new process Just invented and 


patented seems to have solved the 
problem of degamming the oil, says 
the New York Sun. 
The oil treated 


has all the valuable qualities of the 
best Calcutta linseed oil,, it is declared. 
It possesses an excellent g-loss and will 
resist a temperature of -185 degrees 
without peeling or blistering. 
Raw 


cottonseed oil sells at 18 cents a gal- 
lon and can be deguiumed at an ex- 
pense of 7 cents a gallon, so that pe- 
cuninarily the experiment is a success. 
As a mixer for paint the new degum- 
naed oil is said to be better 'than lin- 
seed, giving an equal'gloss,' resisting 
heat as well, becoming thoroughly In- 
corporat^d with the dry leads and 
paints and not floating on top, as is fre- 
quently the case with linseed oil- 
something that causes a great deal of 
trouble because of a tendency to dis- 
coloration. Paint mixed with degum- 
med cottonseed oil does not require 
turpentine or other driers, although 
they may be employed without bad ef- 
fects. Paint made with cottonseed oil 
dries on outside work in 12 and Inside ' 
work in eight hours: "The new discov- | 
ery will be tested on a large' scale in ;

With Full Military Honors in 


Ground Eeserved for Na- 


tional Heroes 
, 


Washington. Dec. 2».—Tha remains; d| 


the 160 victims of the Maine disaster 
brought from Havana by th» battleship 
Texas were buried yesterday with full 
military honors upon a knoll in Arling- 
ton cemetery. The exercises were ex- 
ceedingly simple. They were In charge 
of Captain Sijsbee, now of the Texas, 
who was captain of the Maine on tha 
night when his ship was blown up In 
Havana harbor two years ago. Presi- 
dent McKinley and the members of the 
cabinet, Admiral Dswey, Major General 
Miles and his staff and many other offi- 
cers of the army and navy stationed In 
.Washington were .present at the burial. 
A cabinet officer, surveying the flag- 
draped coffins before the ceremonies be- 
gan, said: 
«The lives of those men cost 


Spain her colonies." 


But there was no note of triumph in 


the final scene yesterday. With a touch 
of sadness and solemn gravity the nation 
performed its duty to the dead, and gave 
Its def endert. a Christian burial at home, 
In soil hallowed by patriotic dead. 


A soft mantle of snow covered the 


earth, muffling the beat of the horses" 
hoofs, the sistar turning carriage wheels 
and tha tramp of soldiers and sailors as 
they approached the burial place. 


The site Is a commanding one. In 


front the broad bosom of tha ice-fet- 
tered Potomac; beyond, the shaft of 
Washington, the dome of the capitol and 
the sprawling city to the right, the 
choked embrasures of old Fort Mc- 
Pherson and between the graves of tha 
heroic dead of Santiago, to the left the 
stately mansion of Lee and to the rear, 
through the vistas of snow-laden pines 
and cedars, the silent army of the 
patriotic dead of the Civil war, sleeping 
rank upon rank in their last bivouac. 


The caskets Interred yesterday ranged 


row on raw. Over each was spread aa 
American ensign, upon which lay a 
wreath of galax leaves. Around the en- 
closure, shoulder to shoulder, the yellow 
of their coat linings forming a band of 
color, were drawn up th* cavalry of Fort 
Myer; to the right e-ss a battalion of 
marines from the navy yard with their 
spiked helmets and scarlet capes turned 
.back; to the left a detachment of Jacldes 
from the Texas in navy blue; In the flag- 
draped stand in the rear the president 
and his cabinet, Admiral Dewey, Major 
General Miles and a distinguished group 
of officers of the army and navy in their 
showy dress uniforms; while all around 
pressed the throng of people who had 
braved the snow and biting cold to pay 
their last tribute to the dead. - 


Among these were many relatives and 


friends of those who had been lost in the 
disaster. There was a tender appro- 
priateness in the fact that Captain Sigs- 
bee, who was in command of the Maine 
when she was blown up, had charge of 
the ceremonies'in honor of his men, and 
that Father Chidwick, who was chaplain 
of the Maine, was there to perform the 
last rites. Three others who lived 
through that awful night in Havana 
harbor were at the side of the graves of 
their comrades, Lieutenant Commander 
Wainwright, who was executive officer 
of the Maine, and who sank the Pluton 
and the Furor at Santiago; Lieutenant 
F. C. Bowers, who was assistant en- 
gineer of the Maine, and Jeremiah Shea, 
a fireman on the Maine, who was blown 
out of the stokehole of the ship through 
the debris, escamng uninjured almost 
miraculously. 


Slowly, solemnly, the full marine band 


broke the deep hush, pealing forth the 
cad, sweet strains of the dirge, "Safe in 
the Arms of Jesus," and there were 
twitching of lips and wet eyes as Chap- 
lain Clark of the naval_ academy at An- 
napolis came forward and took his place 
under a. canvas-covered shelter in the 
open space in front of the dead. 


The Protestant services were held first 


and were very simple. Chaplain Clark 
read the burial service of the Episcopal 
church and then gave way to Father 
Chidwick, who was assisted b;- n~"s. 
Holaind and Brown and two purple- 
robed acolytes. With head bared to the 
wintry blast the Maine's chaplain read 
e memorial service according to the rites 
of the Catholic church, consigned the 
dead, blessed the ground, repeated the 
Lord's prayer and concluded with a 
fervent appeal for the repose of the souls 
of the departed. A detachment of ma- 
rines in command of Captain Harmony 
then marched to the right of the graves 
and fired three volleys over the dead, 
and in the deep stillness that followed 
the crash, the clear, silvery note of a 
bugle ra ng out the soldiers' and saliors" 
last good-night. 


With the soundi* g of "taps" the cere- 


monies ended. The president and his 
party and the other distinguished guests, 
the military and the crowds then with- 
drew. Before leaving Captain Sigsbee 
liitroduced Jeremiah Shea to the presi- 
dent. When asked for an explanation 
of. the mystery of his escape by the 
president, Shea responded as he did to a 
etnfu^. 1- .-viry from Father Chidwick at 
the time of tVie disaster: 


"I don't kn\nv how I got through. I 


was blown out. I guess I must have 
been an armor-piercing projectile." 


And thus, after two years, the dead of 


the Maine have been brought home, and 
'n ground reserved for the nation's heroes 
have been buried with full military 
honors and the service of their faitb.

P«>t In th* World. 


"Nothing that has ever been written 


•bout the arctjc mbsquito begins to 
come up to the real thing," said u guest 
IK the St. Charles corridor the other 
evening. "I went up the Yukon river 
in the summer of 1896, representing 
the Alaska and Dominion Trading 
company, and we struck mosquitoes as 
soon as we got into the bills. They are 
twice as large as our familiar bayou 
species, and their sting is like the prod 
of a hot needle. They sweep along the 
valleys in dense clouds, and If they 
catch a man unprepared they are liable 
to blind him before he can escape. I 
heard stories of children being stung to 
death and can readily believe them. 


"Whenever we went ashore we wore 


heavy hat net* and took the utmost 
precaution, bnt were certain to suffer 
more or less. One of our party cut the 
tongues out of his shoes, and a narrow 
line of sock was exposed under the lac- 
Ing. 
Next day he was bitten there at 


least a hundred times, and his feet 
were so terribly Inflamed that the shoes 
had to be cut 
off. 


"Another man, a fireman In the boat 


crew, got drunk on Alaska whisky one 
afternoon and lay down to take a nap 
in a corner of the engine room. I no- 
ticed him a little later and was horri- 
fied at the solid brown mass of mos- 
quitoes that had settled on a small ex- 
posed section of his cheek and throat. 
In an hour his face was swollen out of 
all resemblance to anything human, he 
was unable to swallow and was burn- 
ing with fever. It was. a week before 
he was able to be about. I saw a num- 
ber of cattle near Fort Hamilton that 
had been made stone blind by stings 
near the eye. 


"The arctic foothill mosquito is with-

The mormon Rlcliclten 


That George Q. Cannon of the Mor- 


mon church is a modern reproduction 
of Cardinal Richelieu is the contention 
of Arthur I. Street, writing in Ains- 
lee's for January. After showing the 
cumulative effect of years of state- 
craft and piety, the writer reaches 
the masterwork of Mr. Cannon, the 
past decade of Utah politics: "The 
ten years of the church In Utah, and 
of all things else in Utah that have en- 
sued since the Mormon victory on the 
Cullom bill In 1890 have been shaped 
by the consequences of the steps by 
which the bill was defeated.

Where all parties which were 
not part of it made common cause 
against It prior to 1890, all parties since 
that time have made common cause to 
gala its favor, or havo stood at the 


should lose it. 
Mormonism has as- 


cended from a loss of almost every- 
thing It deemed dear to it to a po- 
sition where it can virtually name its 
own price and be reckoned according 
to its own estimate. 


HE LET BRYAN PASS. 


"In 1894. as a part of the deal by 


which the Cullom, bill was defeated, 
the state was converted from the de- 
mocracy to republicanism. Within the 
interim the Bryan silver movement 
has risen and fallen and circumstances 
utterly beyond the control of a man, 
however great, had, in 1896 and 1898, 
carried the state back to Its former 
political allegiances. In these turns 
of affairs, Mr. Cannon with shrewd- 
ness characteristic of. him, recognized 
his powerlessness and let matters take 
their course. Unfortunately for him 
before the change could run its string 
and loyalty to silver cease to be an 
issue, 
the 
venerable chief 
of the 


church, whose aid and spokesman he 
had been for eleven years, President 
Woodruff, pased away. A new regime 
became installed, which put itself a 
once outside the pale of Mr. Cannon' 
practices, or the practices which th 
public believe were hia Lorenzo Snow 
upon acceding, as the oldest of 
apostles, to the primacy of Mormon 
ism, announced that henceforth there 
would be no politics in the organiza 
tion. He is a hard-headed and deter 
mined man, who suffered impriscn 
ment for his faith, while Mr. Cannon 
was on the 'underground' and stooc 
out for polygamy until the suprenr 
court of the United States made its 
final decision against it. He selected 
Mr. Cannon to be one of the council- 
lors to the presidency, thus retainmcr 
him within what is known as the Firs 
Presidency of the Church^ but he pu 
an end to the policies and principles 
by which the church had reached its 
new station of dignity and influence. 


BRIGHAM ROBERTS APPEARS. 
"The situation may be presumed to 


have been a trying one for Mr. Cannon 
especially as during the height of the 
effort to convert the state to republi- 
canism in 1894 and 1896, the church 
authority had been so widely extended 
as to bring to discipline the very man 
whose 
case began 
to agitate 
the 


country 
once 
more 
against 
the 


Mormon 
church aa 
Mr. Cannon 


stepped down, from tyower, namely, 
Mr. Roberts, who had been elected to 
congress upon the democratic ticket. 
Also because this candidacy of Mr.

rival in Utah, Mr. Lannan—the chance 
to cry polygamy against the church, 
and to use that as a weapon to com- 
pel even Mr. Snow to abandon his non- 
political attitude and to use the in- 
•fluence of the church once more for 
republican benefit. Mr. Cannon prob- 
ably could have foreseen and provided 
agajnst all this, but the rule of the 
chief was against him. He is presumed 
to have gone into retirement, taking 
with him a lucky investment in mines 
and a fortune emough to assure any 
comfort he might seek for the bal- 
ance of his life. He has been ill in New 
York during the fall, but in Utah his 
name has still been at the front, and 
as the year closes it is generally be- 
lieved that the republican governor 
will appoint him to the vacancy in the 
United States senate. 


DEMOCRAT OR REPUBLICAN? 
"Such an appointment, Mr. Can- 


non's own friends hold, would not 
necessarily prove that he was a re- 
publican. He would be appointed in 
honor of his 
protracted distinction 


and his long public service in be- 
half of his church, and, owing to his 
church's ascendancy in Utah, in be- 
half of the state. It is pointed out that 
he hag never indicated his politics. 
When the democrats were the friends 
of Mormondom, Mr. Cannon wrote let- 
ters and thanked them and held the 
people loyal to them. When in 1890 the 
republicans controlled the administra- 
tion, his son assumed to assuie Mr. 
Blame that there were hopes for re- 
publicanism. When Mr. Cleveland was 
again in the White House in 1892, 
Utah was still democratic. But when 
in 1894 the church was suffering under 
fhe influences of the panic and needed 
money, the votes became republican, 
two much needed republican senators 
v,-ere guaranteed to certain people In- 
terested in sugar, and at the same 
time Interested, or alleged to be in- 
terested, in a company organized by 
Mr. Cannon to refinance the church. 
In 1896, when the west adhered to sil- 
ver and Mr. McKinley and the gold 
standard went into the White House, 
there was no voice of the church in 
Utah politics. But as 1899 closes, at 
silver seems utterly overthrown, and as 
the question of expansion rises, and of 
support of the government 
in 
the 


Philippines becomes an issue with 
every prospect of long success at the 
polls, the church is 
making some 


righteous boast of the valiant service 
of its volunteers at Manila, and Mr. 
Cannon is in the East, said to be as- 
suring the administration of his co- 
operation and to be acting as the pow- 
er behind the throne in the dispensing 
of Utah patronage.

BOARD OF HEALTH REPORT 


Interesting Statistics and Recommen- 


dations. Contagious Diseases 


and Deaths 


The annual report of the hoard of 


health was .filed with the mayor this 
morning, and Is a very complete *nd 
well drawn up 
document. A few 


statistics from it will be of interest. 


During the year 236 peddlers were 


licensed, and 12 other licenses were 
granted. Seven tenements were order- 
ed vacated, the plumbing in nine 
houses was condemned, and 92 other 
nuisances were abated. No prosecu- 
tions were brought, aa all who were 
requested to make changes did so, ac- 
cording to the report. 


2272 tons of garbage were removed 


from the city during the year. The 
board recommends that the city in- 
vestigate the matter of having1 the 
garbage removal placed in care of the 
city instead of let by contract. 


Mention is made of the inspections 


by the agent of the board of bakeries, 
stables and milkmen's stables, and a 
full report is given on last year's ice 
question. 


There has been a decrease in con- 


tagious diseases during the year, with 
the exception of a large number of 
mild measle cases. 
There were 41 


cases of scarlet fever, 17 of diphtheria, 
20 of typhoid, 258 of measles, and four 
of tuberculosis. 


There were 312 deaths, as against 319 


the year before and 333 in 1897. The 
death rate was 14.18, on an estimate of 
22,000 population. 


Of the deaths 77 were of children 


under one year, 34 between one and 
five, and 44 were of people over 70. 
There were 38 deaths from consump- 
tion, 13 from apoplexy, 14 from cholera 
infantum, 15 from pneumonia, and 3 
from accidents. 


The board has overdrawn its ap- 


propriation of $6088 by $181.78. 


THE MIDNIGHT MASSES 


Plans of Local Catholic Churches. In- 


teresting Facts Connected 


With Decree 


The midnight mass at St Francis* 


church Sunday evening will be a high 
mass and the music will be the same 
as that sung at Christmas time. The 
usual morning masses will be celebrat- 
ed New Year's morning. 


At Notre Dame church solemn high 


mass will be celebrated at midnight by 
Rev. C. H. Jeanotte, and the blessed 
sacrament will be exposed during the 
mass. As the church cannot hold all 
the people of the parish at one time 
admission will be by tickets, which 
may be procured Sunday. There will 
by two masses Monday morning at 7.30, 
and 8.30 o'clock. 


It has been the general Impression 


that the Roman Catholic church re- 
garded the year 1900 as the first year of 
the twentieth century, and that the 
century was to be ushered in with the 
consecration of the first year as a holy 
year. The pope with all his dignitaries 
performed the ceremony of opening a 
holy door in St Peter's cathedral but 
a few days ago and the majority of 
people have supposed that this act was 
symbolical of the opening of the cen- 
tury. 


But Rev. E. S. Fitzgerald, rector ot 


the cathedral at Springfield said yes- 
terday that this was erroneous, and 
that the church regards the year 1900 
as the last year of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and intends that this year shall 
be unusually solemn as It ushers in the 
twentieth century, which does not be- 
gin until January 1, 1901. The new 
century will begin Just as the mass 
which marks the dying of the year 1900 
Is being said. 


The midnight mass is a very rare cer- 


emony in the United States, and it Is 
quite likely that it never before oc- 
curred in this city. Midnight mass is 
occasionally celebrated in Canada, and 
is very common in the Roman Catholic 
countries of Europe, where Christmas, 
the New Tear and other great festivals 
of the church are nearly always usher- 
ed in with the midnight celebration of 
the Eucharist.

The subject was pro- 
posed by them back In 1893, and a 
committee, consisting of Roger Wil- 
liams Woodbury, William D. Wright 
and William David Todd, was appoint- 
ed to confer witjji other grand lodges 
In the jurisdiction of the United States. 
This committee deserves especial cred- 
it for the energetic manner in which 
It has forwarded the plans. Through 
its agency the other grand lodges in 
the national jurisdiction were commu- 
nicated with, and the project received 
the most hearty support. 


A list of IS questions was sent out 


asking replies which would suggest 
the proper course to take. Among 
these the different grand lodges were 
asked to designate the grand lodge 
which should have the lead in the cele- 
bration. With a common accord they 
granted the honor to the grand lodge 
of Virginia. 
Other valuable sugges- 


tions were made as to the character of 
tbe ceremonies, the time and many 
other details. 
The committee from 


the grand lodge of Virginia, which 
then took up the work, consists of 
Brethren Kosciusko Kemper, J. B. Sen- 
er, John W. Daniel, Micajah Woods 
and A. R. Courtney. Colonel Kemper, 
being from Alexandria, has had a great 
deal of the local details to attend to, 
but he has been assisted by the whole 
Masonic 
fraternity 
in Alexandria. 


Most Worshipful Grand Master R. T. 
W. Duke of the grand lodge of Vir- 
ginia has also been very active. 


The committee has assurances of 


participation from 
about 50 grand 


lodges with which they have been in 
communication, including the grand 
lodges of New Zealand, Nova Scotia 
and Quebec. It was hoped at one 
time that his royal highness the Prince 
of Wales might find it possible to at- 
tend, but he sent word several months 
ago that he would be unafile to do so. 
" President McKinley was waited on 
by the committee from the grand lodge 
of Virginia and said that it would give 
him the greatest pleasure to attend and 
deliver an address. Tbe president took 
his first degree in Masonry during 
the civil war while his detachment 
was stationed In Virginia and is in a 
certain sense looked upon as, a Vir- 
ginia Mason. 
As the grand lodge 


of the state of Virginia meets about 
Ihe time for the proposed celebration a 
specinl dispensation was granted to 
hold the session of the grand lodge at 
Alexandria Instead of Richmond, the 
regular meeting place.

The details for the celebration hav« 


not been fully completed, but a tenta- 
tive order of exercises has been ar- 
ranged which will be adhered to unlesi 
circumstances compel Its alteration.

Museum In New York.

Jesup the America! Museum of Natu- 
ral History has recently acquired the 
second half of the Cope collection of 
fishes, amphibians and reptiles brought 
from 
Kansas, 
Colorado, Wyoming, 


Montana, Texas and other portions of 
the great Rocky mountain district be- 
tween 1868 and 189«. In 1805 the first 
half of this famous collection was pre- 
sented to the museum by the trustees, 
so that now the entire life work of the 
distinguished Philadelphia paleontolo- 
gist will be permanently represented in 
New York. 


"It is not only fortunate for science 


at large that this material Is under one 
roof," said Mr. Osborn, curator of the 
department, the other day, "but this 
ranks as a most Important event in the 
history of ecience in New York city. It 
at once places the American museum In 
the lead not only In the United States, 
but of the museums of the world, with

After these have 
been given he will turn to the states 
from each section, including north, 
east, south and west, and ask for 
tributes to the memory of him whose 
name they celebrate. The responses 
will be extremely brief, but appropri- 
ate. 
At the close of the ritual the 


grand masters will deposit their ever- 
green wreaths and the craft slowly 
march by the tomb and do the same. 
After the benediction the brethren will 
proceed to the mansion. 


Regarding the part of the celebration 


to be held in Washington the commit- 
tee makes the following recommenda- 
tion: 


As this will be the first gathering together of 


Masons of the United States and foreign lands in 
the world's history, it will be proper to entertain 
them at the close of the exercises at Mount Ver- 
non with a banquet. Obviously the proper place 
to hold this banquet, because of the national 
character of Washington and of the eathering of 
Masons from the United States and other lands on 
that occasion, will be in the city that bears Wash- 
ington's name and which he himself laid out. In 
this connection and at the request of your com- 
mittee the grand lodge of the District of Colum- 
bia has appointed a committee of co-operation, 
and while there has been no meeting of the com- 
mittees your committee feels satisfied that the 
observance of the day will conclude with an im- 
mense reception given by the grand lodge of the 
District of Columbia to the grand lodge of Vir- 
ginia and uie representatives of the other grand 
jurisdictions present, probably in the large con- 
vention hall of that city, to which not only our 
brethren and all Misonic brethren will be wel- 
comed, but as no Mssroie occasion of this kind 
would be comp'ete- without the presence of the 
wives, sisters, mothers, friends and sweethearts of 
the Masonic fraternity an opportunity will b» 
given at that time and In that way for this most 
interesting and proper feature in the conclusion 
of the whole aflair.

History museum of London. The es- 
pecial significance of this acquisition 
Is that, taken in connection with the 
Hall collection purchased many years 
ago, it practically covers the history of 
life upon the North American conti- 
nent for a period estimated by geolo- 
gists at 45,000,000 years. When the 
vast labor Involved in transporting, 
preparing and mounting is over, we 
shall see a complete chain from the 
first appearance of life to the age of 
man. 
The human prehistoric period 


now rapidly developing in the depart- 
ment of anthropology Is thus connected 
•with all Its antecedents." 


This gift is the most important of 


the past year, which has been notable 
for the most extensive additions to the 
museum in Its history, says the New 
York Post. The Cope mesozoic collec- 
tion, as It may be called, contains ani- 
mals of all kinds, terrestrial, fresh wa- 
ter and marine, from the earliest air 
breathers of the upper carboniferous 
or permian to the great horned and 
hornless dinosaurs of the upper cre- 
taceous. As a whole, It Includes ma- ! 
terial sufficient to fill one of the large i 
new exhibition halls. The benefactors 
of the museum are thus able abun- 
dantly to demonstrate the wisdom of 
the recent enlargement of the museum 
by the building of the new east and 
west wings. 


From the red colored permian rocks 


of Texas come the amphibians, ani- 
mals varying from the size of P 
mander to that of a large sT 
with broad, flat heads and at. • 
ous as bullfrogs in a Nevs 
swamp. With them are found i. 
backed lizards, extraordinary creatures 
IS feet long. The fin consists of a re- 
markable elongation of the spines of 
the back. Smaller and less specialized 
ancestors of the dinosaurs, besides 
many archaic fishes, are found with 
these ancient frogs. 


From overlying trias come several 


specimens of belodon, the most verer- 
able representative of the crocodilian 
line. 
Among other swimming types 


are numerous marine lizards or mosa- 
saurs from the mediterranean sea of 
Kansas and eastern Colorado, but the 
most striking marine type is the elaa- 
mosaurus, a long necked plesiosaur 
over 40 feet in length. This specimen 
recalls one of the historic controversies 
between Professor Marsh and Profess- 
or Cope, for the former paleontologist 
succeeded, it is remarked, in demon- 
strating that the latter had placed the 
head of the elasmosaurus upon the end | 
of its tail. 
I 


The reptiles of largest size are the ' 


dinosaurs from the Colorado Jurassic 
(from the eastern foothills of the Rock- 
ies, not far from Denver), especially 
the gigantic camarasaurus, represent- 
ed by more than one^half the skeleton 
in a condition so complete that it can 
be mounted as a whole. This portion 
of the collection has not yet been made 
known to science, for it happened that 
soon after these fine materials were re- 
ceived by Professor Cope be was not 
in a position financially to continue the 
very expensive work of removing them 
from the hard sandstones in which 
they are contained. It thus happened 
that Professor Marsh rapidly took the 
lead in his explorations. 


Of no less interest are the remains of 


pterosaurs, or flying reptiles from the 
cretaceous; of the horned reptiles, or 
ceratopsia, and of the land reptiles of 
the upper cretaceous. 
Chief among 


these is the superb skeleton of diclo- 
nius, the duck billed dinosaur, or ha- 
drosaur, which lived along the river 
and lake shores, an animal with a head 
resembling that of a duck upon a very 
large scale. This will form a fine coun- 
terpart for the famous skeletons of ig- 
qanodon from the mines of Bernissart, 
which arc mounted in the Brussels mu- 
seum. It Is proposed to obtain a cast 
of one of the Belgian skeletons to place 
beside the Rocky mountain type. 


Professor Cope's will, like that of 


Professor Marsh, devoted practically 
all 'his property to scientific purposes. 
The proceeds of the sale of this collec- 
tion will form an endowment fund for 
a professorship In the Academy of Nat- 
ural Sciences In Philadelphia.

Several weeks ago Max- 
well wrote letters to his wife and sis- 
ter, but in some manner the letters 
were addressed so that the sister re- 
ceived the letter prepared for the wife 
and vice versa. The letter written the 
sister did not speak of his \\ife in 
very complimentary terms, and it was 
not to be wondered at that the latter 
was angry when she read its contents. 
Mrs. 
Maxwell returned the letter and 


gave her husband a piece of her mind 
that was not to be forgotten 


Mrs. Maxwell went still further. She 


let some of her friends know what her 
husband had done. She also told them 
that a plan was on foot to secure his 
escape from -the house of correction 
and she would take steps to spoil 
it. This she did. At any rate news 
reached an Albany officer that a tur- 
key was to be sent Maxwell at the jail 
Christmas. This turkey was to con- 
tain saws, to be used in cutting the 
bars and give Maxwell an opportunity 
to escape. It was stated that saws had 
already been sent Maxwell and his es- 
cape would be but a matter of a few 
days if the plans did not miscarry. 


The plans of Maxwell and his friends 


were no sooner in possession of the 
Albany officer than they were des- 
patched to Chief Nicholson. 
Sheriff 


Fuller was immediately put in pos- 
session of the facts and a close watch 
was kept on Maxwell. 
Previous 
to 


this the jail officers had found some 
small saws in Maxwell's cell. 
The 


saws were too small to be of service 
and he but awaited the arrival of th" 
larger ones before taking steps towaid 
attempting escape. 


Christmas day came but there was 


no turkey for Maxwell. The trouble 
between him and his wife became 
known, to the other relatives who had 
planned to send the turkey and the 
plan was abandoned. The jail officers 
however were on the alert and an 
unusually close watch was kept on 
every article which cams into the in- 
stitution. Maxwell -was given 
much 


attention and will not be allowed 
many extra privileges feefore being 
brought to trial in January. 


In connection with hia attempt to 


escape it is interesting to recall that 
at the Christmas night entertainment 
Maxwell sang a very touching song 
entitled "Let by-gones be by-gones." 
It is understood that it was- in an at- 
tempt to do this that he wished to 
make his escape. A lengthy term in 
states prison faces him if he is con- 
victed.

THE FITCHBURG ORDERS 


What the Changes Will Be Which Be- 


gin Monday. 


President Codman of the Fitchburg 


railroad has issued this order which 
goes into effect January 1, and which 
gives in detail the changes that will 
be made in making only two divisions 
of the road: 


"The organization of the operating 


and motive power departments will be 
as follows: The superintendents of di- 
visions, in addition to their present du- 
ties, will have immediate charge of the 
motive power department on their sev- 
eral divisions. They will report to the 
general superintendent as heretofore, 
and must alsio report to and obey the 
Instructions of the superintendent of 
motive power, with regard to the main- 
tenance and care of locomotives'. The 
general shops for repairs of locomo- 
tives now located at Keene shall, how- 
ever, continue to be under the direct 
supervision of the superintendent of 
motive power. The superintendents of 
each division, "with the approva.1 of the 
superintendent of motive power, and 
the general superintendent shall ap- 
point a division master mechanic. The 
division master mechanics shall report 
directly to th^ir respective superintend- 
ents and shall have immediate charge 
OL all engineers, firemen and round- 
house employes on their respective div- 
isions. A traveling engineer for the en- 
tire system shnll be appointed by the 
general superintendent with the ap- 
proval of the superintendent of motive 
power, a,nd he shall report to the super- 
intendents o<f the divisions upon which 
at any time he may be employed." 


An order has been received in Green- 


field stating that hereafter the local 
yard will extend from the Connecticut 
river bridge at East Deerfield to the 
westerly end of the OJreen river bridge 
at Greenfield. The effect of this order 
Is that engines can run back and forth 
the extreme limit of the yard, without 
waiting for orders. 


On January 1 the engines will ho 


shifted in. Greenfield and the engineers 
and firemen \vill make this their stop- 
ping place. They will run from Boston 
to Greenfield and return and from 
Greenfield to Rotterdam and return. 
The conductor's will not have their 
runs changed, but, will run from Bos- 
ton to Rotterdam one day and return 
the next day.
